When Doc 
Fuller playing 3rd base for Hindman, hit the 
ball out of the flat woods in the second inning, 
that was all she wrote." 



Your letter has 
made this youngster of 29 years much the wis- 
er about baseball. 1 now know after years of 
playing the game that it onca involved a “yarn" 
ball.

Right To Free Speech Challenged By IRS 



“The battle has been joined between elec- 
tric utility companies and the Internal Revenue 
Service on whether institutional advertising is 
a legitimate business expense for tax purposes," 
writes Robert U. Brown in Editor and Publish- 
er. 

The major part of this institutional adver- 
tising is directed against the further entry of 
the government into the commercial electric 
power business — in otehr words, against govern- 
ment encroachment that ultimately could de- 
stroy the taxpaying private utility companies. 
A test case is now in the courts, in the form of 
a suit filed by one of these companies protest- 
ing the disallowance by the Internal Revenue 
Service of certain f'inds spent for advertising. 

The utility position has been expressed by 
a spokesman in these sords: “Like the adver- 
tising of a grocery store the electric companies 
of America advertise to stay in business . . .. 
We tell the people of our communities what's 
going on lit our business. We tell them that 
government is grasping more and more of the 
electric business. We tell them why this is bad 
for them; how it affects their taxes, their free- 
dom of choice, their electric service and their 
rights as American citizens." 

The utilities, la other words, are seeking 
to survive— and do what, in their view, is in. 
the public interest They are exercising the 
right of freedom of speech and press — precisely 
as public power groups can exercise that right. 
If they can legally be hampered in Jhat, a prece- 
dent of the gravest kind will be established. 
Mr Brown. »*. hie Editor & Publisher article, 
said this: "Suppose some crackpot decided all 



American radio and television broadcasting 
should be nationalized under one government 
owned and operated company. Under the pres- 
ent ruling of Internal Revenue . . . independent 
broadcasters would be precluded from using 
every means at their disposal — especially ad- 
vertising in other media — to explain the issues 
and carry the fight to the public.” 

That analogy can be applied to any enter- 
prise or profession threatened with government 
encroachment now or in the future.

Couch Trains In 
Pentomic Warfare 

Master Sergeant Ernest Couch 
son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Couch. Slemp, Ky., has Just com- 
pleted a “command post eater- 
rise" featuring the Army’s new 
"pentomic” battle concept. 

The pentomic tactical plan 
evisions streamlined units with 
great mobility and firepower 
able to meet the demands of 
Atomic and Missle Age warfare. 

M-Sgt. Couch is seirving as a 
Motor Sergeant in Headquarters 
Battery of the 519th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion. 

The 4th Division, famed for 
its fighting record in World 
Wars I and II, was reorganized 
as a pentomic unit early last 
year. 

In the command post exer- 
cise, the 519th Field Artillery 
Battalion moved to the field to 
battle a simulated “Aggressor" 
force assumed to have invaded 
the Pacific Northwest. 

The task of the 4th Division 
in the maneuver was to relieve 
another division in the l!ne and 
repel the enemy advance. 

Along with its new mission 
and weapons, the 4th Is per- 
haps the Army’s only division 
to sport a new nickname. The 
division song is sung to the tune 
of “The Saints Go Marching In" 
and out of that the name 
“Saints” gained quick popular- 
ity among the troopers. 
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There is now pending before the Legisla- 
ture, a labor-baiting bill, out of which can come 
nothing but ill-will. We refer, of course, to 
the bill which would outlaw hospital programs 
that refuse the patient the right to select his 
own physician. 

Mr. Sam Caddy, U.M.W. official, has said 
the bill would wreck the U.M.W. hospital pro- 
gram in Kentucky, and possibly result in clos- 
ure of the hospitals, including of course the 
one here in Hazard. 

It seems unright to this newspaper this 
legislation should have ever been introduced. 

In the first place, the hospitals are not the 
property o>f the Kentucky legislature, or of the 
people of this State. ’ They are privately-owned 
institutions, created and operated under policies 
laid down by the U.M.W. The hospitals are 
not owned by the State — nor operated by the 
State — nor supported by the State. To our 
thinking, the State has no business interfering 
in the determination of policy for the hospitals. 

If the policies of the hospitals are to the 
disadvantage of the miners, or there are correc- 
tions needed in the management of the U.M W. 
hospitals, then these corrections should be in- 
stituted by U.M.W. officials and the miners — 
and not by the State Legislature as the bill 
would have. 

While we believe miners should be "free 
to select their own doctors”, we don’t believe 
the Kentucky legislature has the right to force 
this down their throats. 

Tremendous sums of money have been tun- 
neled into this region by the U.M.W. to provide 
medical care for the miners, who of course 
constitute one of our major economic groups. 

No one can deny the need that existed for 
hospitals before the U.M.W. started scattering 
them throughout Eastern Kentucky. Major 
medical facilities were few and far between, 
overcrowded, and understaffed. We do not 
say this in criticism of the hospitals here then, 
or the doctors who staffed them. The simple 
truth is there was no money around for ade- 
quate medical facilities in Eastern Kentucky. 
And no man in his right mind would ever think 
of risking any money on a major hospital for 
this area As all of us well know, the cost of 
maintaining, operating and staffing a hospital 
is at best a poor, financial venture. What with 



this situation, there were few doctors willing 
to risk their futures on the people of this region 
when at least a livelihood was available to them 
elsewhere. 

We might also point out that the employ- 
ment created by the U.M.W. Hospitals in East- 
ern Kentucky has done it’s share in stabilizing 
an otherwise unsound one-crop economy. 

We would not go so far to say that the 
closing of the U.M.W. Hospitals in Eastern 
Kentucky would be a disaster, but we feel 
certain such action would set this region back 
at least another ten to 20 years. It should be 
obvious to all that without the U.M W. hospitals 
here, there, is little hope in the immediate fu- 
ture of much progress coming to Eastern Ken- 
tucky. This is 1958 — a community without 
adequate medical facilities is one lost! 

The legislature is urged to forget this bill 
and let it die a natural death. Otherwise, the 
people of Eastern Kentucky are faced with the 
dismal prospect of stepping backward in time.

ment of Economic Development.) 

The purpose of a zoning ordinance is t o 
give the people of the city a method of <Wr*r- 
mining a pattern in which the orderly growth 
of the city may take place The normal remit 
of growth is that both new construction arid 
change* in the use of those buildings that exist 
takes place The ordinance then will influence 
how uses of land and structure and changes In 
existing use of land and structures may occur. 

The ordinance will establish requirements 
for minimum lot area, front, side and rear yard 
widths and depths; and establish areas of t no 
city that may be used for residences, busine ss, 
and industry At present, these different tyyves 
of uses are mixed up all over the city and 
stores, garages, and shops adjoining residences. 
Such “mixed land uses” inevitably reduce prop- 
erty values in the residential area*, and resi- 
dences hinder the efficient operation of com- 
mercial establishments. 

Homes and Industry Don't Mix 

Many modem zoning ordinances prohibit 
new residence* in industrial zones Studies have 
shown that when residences are allowed in in- 
dustrial zones. It creates slum housing areas 
and reduces the value of the property for in- 
dustrial use. Numerous houses crowded close 
together in an industrial area leave industry no 
choice but to look elsewhere for development 
and expansion sites. 

The city now has little area inside its cor- 
porate limits that is not already subdivided into 
lots which are recorded in the deed book^-. at 
the county court clerk’s office. The lots whz ich 
are reorded are defined to be “lots of reord” 
and as such cannot be required to be altered 
to meet the minimum lot area requirements of 
the zoning ordinance. If such a lot has a build- 
ing on it which is near the street, the side, or 
rear, lot lines than is allowed by the roraing
